WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—In the Senate 


to-day Mr. Morgan offered the following joint 
resolution, which was read in full and laid 
over till to-morrow: 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Rep- 


 Pesentatives of the United States of America 


in Congress assembied, that the United States 
of America congratuiates the people of Brazil 
on their just and peaceful — eg of the 
powers, duties and responsibilities of self 
government, based upon the free consent of 
the governed, expressed in their repudiation 
of monarcbic rule and in their recent adoption 
ofa republican form of Government; and that 
the United States of Brazil is by this act reo- 
ogbized as a lawful and rightful Government, 

And that said republic is of right entitied 
to exercise and enjoy international comity 
and all the benefits of the laws of nations as a 
sovereign power, and the benefit of all rights, 
privileges and advantages under the existing 
treaties that were concluded between the 
United States of America and the late Empire 
of Brazil, and that this declaration of the 
state of the public laws in the United States 
of America shall be notified to the United 


States of Brazil by the President, and that the 


President, by bis proclamation, shall require 
the people and Government of the United 
States and of the several States and all per- 
sons in authority therein to recognise the flag 
of the United States of Brazil as the flag of a 
free, sovereign and independent State.

™~ TIMELY ENCOUBAGEMENT., 


What a Great Help It Is in the Life Strug- 
gle. 


From the Youth’s Companion. : 

In the struggles of life the need of encour- 
agement and assistance comes to all. A 
timely word or an outetretched hand has often 
helped an earnest worker overa slough of 
discouragement in which he would have sunk 
irrevocably without it. We hear a great deal 
of the rivalries ofartists, Dut very little of the 
unselfish, disinterested ways in which they 
strive to help each other. Unrecorded though 
they may be, such deeds are written in imper- 


ishable characters in the hearts of those who 
have been helped. 

Millais and Holman Hunt, with their brill. 
iant talents and inspired brushes, worked on 
‘unsuccessfully year after year. Returning to 
the Academy at each exhibition with their 
caretfuliy considered pictures, they sought in 
yain to overcome prejudice and to win a kindly 
word from the critics. 

Under desperate discouragements, in great 
poverty and need, they tolled on and on until 
they oth regretfully began to talk of 
abandoning art, lestthey should starve. Then 
a sudden encouragement came to Millais. He 
sold a picture, and hastening to Hunt, said: 
‘*You must not give up. You have before you 
a A future. If you need money, share 
mine.’’ 

The sympathy betweenthe two men was s0 
perfect that Hunt accepted the timely help in 
the spirit in which it was offerei, and for a 
whole year lived upon Millais’ purse. 

The long deferred success came at last. It 
was as sudden. as it was complete. Within 
one week Hunt sold every picture be had 
painted during those long years of nnreguited 
toil, and received commissions enongh to oc- 
cupy him for several years more. Literally, 
he went to bed one night in poverty and dis- 
couragement, and wakened to find that he had 
become famous, and that the way to prosper- 
itv was open before him. 

But for Mililas’ timely assistance, Hunt 
would never have enriched the world with 
The Finding in the Temple“ and the ‘Light 
of the World.“ 

Some of Turner’s unselfish, efforts to help 
others were truly heroic.

AN EGG WITH WINDOWS, . 


The Operation Witnessed by a Scientist 
Through a Bit of Glass. 


From the New York Star. 

A French scientist who removed the shell on 
either side of an egg without injuring the 
membrane, in patches about the size of the 
diameter of a pea, and snugly fitted the open- 
ings with bits of glass, gives the following re- 
port of the wonderful experiment: I placed 
the egg with the glass bull’s-eye in an incu- 
bator, run by clock-work and revolving once 


each hour, so that I had the pleasure of look- 
ing through and watching the change upon the 
inside at the end of each sixty minutes. No 
changes were noticeable until after the end of 
the twelfth hour, when some of the lineaments 
of the head and body of the chick made their 
appearance, 

The heart appeared to beat at the end of the 
2th hour and, in 48 hours two vessels of blood 
were distinguished, the pulsations. bein 
quite visible. At the born hour an auricle 
the heart appeared, much resembling a lace 
or noose folded down upon itse}f. At the end 
of70 hours we distinguished. Wings and two 
bubbles for the brain, one for a bi and two 
others for the forepart and hindpart of the 
head. The liver appeared atthe end of the 
fifth day. 

At the end of 181 hours the first voluntary 
motion was observed. At the end of 138 hours 
the lungs and stomach had become visible, 
and fcur bours later the intestines, the loins 
and the upper mandible could be distin- 
guished. The slimy matter of the brain began 
to take form and become more compact at the 
beginning ofthe seventh day. At the 190th 
hour the first blil opened and the flesh began 
to appear on the breast. At the 194th hour the 
sternum appeared. At the 210th hour the ribs 
had begun to put out from the back; the bill 
was quite visible, as was also the gail bladder. 
At the beginning of the 236th hour the bill had 
become green, and it is evident that the cbick 
— have moved bad it been taken from the 
shell. 

Four hours more and feathers had com- 
menced to shoot out and the skull to become 
Kristly. At the 264th hour the eyes appeared 
and two hours later the ribs were perfect. At 
the S33lst hour the spleen drew up to the 
stomach and the lungs tothe chest. When 
the incubator bad turned the egg 835 times the 
bill was frequentiy opening and closing, as if 
the chick was gasping for breath. When 451 
hours had elapsed we heard the first ery of the 
little imprisoned biped. From that time for- 
ward he grew rapidly, and came out a full- 
fledged chick at the proper time.

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A GAS INVESTIGATION. 


Object of the Resolutions Introduced Inte 
the House of Delegates Last Night. 


The preamble of some resolutions intro- 
duced into the House of Delegates last even- 
ing by Mr. Stone states that it is currently 
reported that the gas and electric light com- 
panies of the city are owned ana controlled 
by One corporation, commoniy known as the 
new Laclede Gas-Light Co., which has a per- 
petual ‘charter to manufacture and sell light 
of any kind at an unlimited price, and will 
probably charge the highest price -possibie 
without curtailing the demand and that the 
combine or organization is either a -pool, 
trust, agreement, combination, confedera- 
‘tion, understanding or conspiracy entered 
into by the gas and electric light companies 
to fix or limit the amount of light sold in the 
city and the price thereof, and that said trust 
orcombination is against public policy, the 
interests of the people and in direct violation 
of the laws of the State. The preamble states 
further that as the city holds 200 shares of 
stock in the St, Louis Gas Light Oo. 
which is advertised to be sold at 
public anction onthe 2th inst., it is the wish 
of thé House and the people to be protected 
against the grasping and corrupting influences 
of the trust. The resolutions themselves 
read as follows: 


Resolved, That aspecial committee of five 
members be appointed by the Speaker whose 
duties it shall be to proceed without delay to 
investigate the character of said trust or com- 
bination and determine whether or not the 
entire business of manufacturing and selling 
gas and electriclight is now owned and con- 
trolled by one power or concern, and whether 
or not there has been formed or 
entered into by said companies or corpo- 
rations a trust, combine or agree- 
ment in violation ofthe State law and 
against the interests of the people; and said 
committee is hereby authorized and required 
to thoroughly inform themselves as to the 
subject matter and termsof the contracts 
now existing between the city and the light- 
ing companies, andthe entire situation with 
respect to public and private lighting in the 
city, and endeavorto ascertain whatis the 
best thing to be done or the best method to be 
adopted by the authorities ofthe city to se- 
cure as soon as possible light of good quality 
and atcheap rates. Be it further 

Resolved That said committee is hereby 


» authorized to send for and require to be pro- 


duced all papers and documents that may by 
it be deemed necessary, to employ a stenog- 
rapher and administer oaths to witnesses; 
and also to visit and inspect gas and electric 
lignt plants and premises, and to engage car- 
riages therefor. And said committee is 
hereby required to proceed without delay and 
report to this House the full results of said 
investigation, with any recommendations it 
a deem best and proper. 

r. Stone, in explaining his resolutions, 
stated to-day that the intention was to learn, 
if possible, whether there was a combine or 
trust among the gas and electric light compa- 
nies.geelf the investigating committee 
learned that there was and so reported back 
to the House of Delegates the latter body 
would probably take the necessary steps to 
see that the State law was enforced against 
the organization. Mr. Stone said his prinei- 
pal object, however, was to secure 
cheap gas for the poople. If it 
was found that the present 5 
were in a combine to hold up prices the city 
could do whatever should be deemed advisa- 
ble to secure cheap gas. Whether they should 
bulld gas works of their own, charter a new 
company or proceed in some other manner 
would have to be determined by the Municipal 
Assembly.

Medicinal Value of Oniens. 


From the Boston Herald. 
‘*Onions are invigorating and prophylactic 
beyond description, Children do not die of 


diphtheria or scarlatina anginosa, etc., where 
onions are freely eaten.’’ The foregoing is 
taken from amonthly publication devoted to 
the discussion of bealth matters. The idea 
it expresses is a popular one, and onions 
have quite an important place in domestic 
medicine. It is hard to understand why 
such remarkable virtues have been at- 
tributed tothem. Itis true that they have 
some medicinal value, butitis by no means 
marked. The onion Is slightly stimulating; 
it quickens a little the action of the kidneys, 
and in diseases ofthe deeper air passages it 
acts as an expectorant. Taken moderately it 
has a tendency to increase the appetite, and 
romotes digestion. This is about all that can 
be sald in its favor. As for its being a pre- 
vyentive for diphtheria, scariatina and 
other infectious diseases, the idea is simply 
When it comes to eating raw onions 
freely three or four times a Week, as the pub- 
lication referred to advises, it would 
be a very bad practice, for they would cause a 
flatulence, disturbance of the stomach, and 
otherwise upset the system. Onion syrup is 
an old housebold remedy for children with 
coughs and croup. In the absence of fever it 
might not improperly be used, but it hasa 
tendency to excite fever, hence where any ex- 
ists the onion syrup is contra-indicated, 
Whatever medicinal valne the onion possesses 
is in its essential oll, which is thrown off in 
cooking, therefare when so treated it is merely 
A food. As for the free use of cooked onions, 
that is a matter of taste, and “for 
each one to decide whether or 
not he can afford to make himself obnoxious 
to all coming within his atmosphere. On 
temperance in eating onions, an old writer 
sagely remarks: ‘‘An excess makes us un- 
pleasant to our neighbor; and the disguising 
the true flavor of meat, it leads to our putting 
up with an inferior article. The object to be 
aimed at in their use is to promote a secretion 
of the digestive solvents; and the degree in 
which they attain this object may be judged 
by the watering of the mouth; a whiff of them 
excites the flow of salive, a — dose runs 
itdry.’’ Ontons in sweet oil | 
used for polutices in chest troubles. They are 
slightly stimulating and soothing, but with. 
out doubt a flaxseed poultice with a little 
mustard in it would be equally as efficacious.

Ward not havin 
sold the coal the Justice held and decide 
that he could not be fined for delivering 
it, and as the operator of the Poynton mine 
had not delivered the coal in the city, he was 
freed from liability also.

„Hearts, the little game that was intro- 
duced into high society afew years ago, is 
likely to become as much the rage, they say, 
as progressive euchre has been for a season or 
two past. The game seems to be all right, 
and fully as pleasant as the older one of 
euchre, not to speak ot its being easier 
for a greenhorn to pick up. There al- 
ways were one or two at a progressive 
euchre party who did not know the 


game, and hadu’t more than begun to learn it 
when the bell rang time for the last round. 
This greatiy interfered with the celerity of 
play that was essential to make a p ve 
euchre party lively,and wasa constant 28 
ance to go piayers. There will be nos 
trouble with hearts, for its rules are so simple 
that any one with any know! at ali of 
cards can pick them up in a few minutes. At 
the same time there is room in the game for 
the exercise of the faculties of mem and 
judgment essential to a good whist player.

The suggestion met with 
the approval of the men, who agreed to give 
all the money they could afford for that object. 
Eight out of the nine janitors present sub- 
scribed.

COURTNEY WAS MARRIED. 
His friends and his wife's friends sent many 
handsome gifts of silver ware and furniture, 
but in the list there was nothing from his as- 
sociates in the Custom- house. He was doubt- 
fess surprised at this, and hig associates were 
somewhat worried.

THE INTRODUCTION OF FREE BOOKS TO 
BRING ON SUCH A CONTEST. 


The Revécation of a Rule Which Has Pre- 
vented Changes in Text-Books Said to Be 
Contemplated—The Expense of Free 
Booksin the Four Lowest Grades Fig- 
ured Out to Be 640.000 a Year—Teachers 
Committee. 


O you know what the 

result of this free 

books business is go- 

ing to be? asked a 

school director this 

morning. The intel- 

called upon to 

stretch itself was un- 

equal to the occasion 

andthe director con- 

tinued: ‘‘Well, I'll 

tell you. It means that 

we are to have another 

book fight. For a 

numberof years past 

the School Board has 

been purchasing books from a Cincinnati syn- 

dicate. Owing toa rule ot the board, which 

made it obligatory on any new firm to which a 

contract might be given, to exchange with 

the children new books for those rendered 

useless by such change, there has been no 

effort made by other book concerns to take 

the School Board business away from the Oin- 

cinnati syndicate. That rule was adopted, I 

believe, on the recommendation of President 

Judson in 1882. In that year a book fight was 

threatened and the President in his report 

spoke very plainly about the evils consequent 

upon frequent changes, and insisted that a 

rule should be passed for the protection of 

parents to require any new firm given 

a contract to exchange their new 

books fer those out of date. As there 

had been a very general complaint from 

parents about the hardship imposed upon 

them by frequent changes the board felt com- 

pelled to adopt this rule. The Cincinnati syn- 

dicate, which had the contract at that time, 

was given a very great advantage by this 

action of the board, but it proved effectual as 

a remedy against book fights. There has 
never been one since. 

_ THE RULE TO BE REVOKED. 

„When free books are adopted, however, the 
hardship of changing books will not fail on 
the parents but on the board, It is pro- 
posed, therefore, to abolish the rule 
and to make an effort to give the 
contract for supplying school books to a well- 
known St. Louis concern. The Oineinnat! 
syndicate will not give up the business with- 
out a fight and there you are. The matter has 
been talked about but little, but I have been 
watohing the free books movement closely 
and from what I have seen and learned I am 
now convinced that one of the objects in mak- 
ing the innovation is to bring abouta change 
in text books. 

GETTING INTERESTING. 

Now that the adoption of Mr. Brady’s 
resolution to provide free books in the 
lower grades is certain of passage by 
the board, the directors are beginning to 
give the subject considerable thought, and 
some new ideas have been evolved in regard 
ta the éonsequences of the change. The 
8 itis said, Wwüll have to carry a stock of 
$50,000 or $60, 000 worth of school books. Tbese 
will have to be stored in the school- houses and 
will take up considerable space. In order 
that they may be properly cared for cases 
will have to be secured for them. About 
three or four hundred will be needed. This is 
an expense which has been entirely left 
out of all calculations. The school-houses 
aftord an excelient opportunity for depreda- 
tion and as these books will not be in any way 
marked they could be oarried off and sold 
either bere or in other cities. Again it is said 
that there will be many pupils whose parents 
will not wish them to receive free books 
which thev will have to surrender at the end 
of the year, and that will also make trouble. 
Tbese are arguments brought up by those 
opposed to the system and are said to be 
trivial by those who are warm 
advocates of the innovation, Those 
who make them, however, claim they are far 
better arguments, much more logical, at least, 
than the claim made by free boo advocates, 
that as the board pays $8,500 a day for teach- 
ers, and as ten days are lost in the year in the 
distribution of es that therefore, under 
the new em > 60 bin no time is ‘lost the 
board will save bar 000 a year.

AUSTRIAN EMIGRATION. 


RAILWAY AND CUSTOMS OFFICIALS 
CHARGED WITH ROBBERY AND BRIBERY. 


** 


A Monster Trial at Wadonica—Sixty-seven 
Persons Accused—How Peasants Were 
Robbed and Maltreated—The Corrupt 
Ring Exposed by an Honegt Prussian 
Official. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New YOrK, Dec. 18.—A monster trial of 
sixty-seven professional promoters of emi- 
gration to America is being concluded in 
Wadowica, Austria. When the case is given 
to the jury 300 witnesses will have testified 
orally and 400 will have testified in writing. 
The Austrian Government has been collecting 
evidence against the prisoners forthe last 
fourteen months and has built a new court- 
house in which to hold the trial, because none 
of the old court-rooms in the vicinity 
of Wadowica was big enough to ac- 
commodate the crowd of persons im- 
plicated. The charges against the prisoners 
are robbery, obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses, corruption in office, bribery, faise im- 
prisonment, etc. Several of the charges are 
brought exclusively against Austrian railway 
and customs officials who, it is charged, were 
bought and paid by the steamship agents. 


The testimony already given at the trial shows 


that certain steamship lines had dozens of 
sub-agents, whose duties consisted of induc- 
ing the most ignorant peasants in Galicia, by 
means of threats ind lying circulars, to sell 
their little property and start forthe United 
States. Those peasants were herded and 
guarded at railway stations and in trains by 
BRIBED POLICEMEN AND RAILWAY OFFICIAIB. 

They were eventually transported to Oswie- 
cim, where they were plundered right and 
left, under the very eyes of the police agents 
attired In the uniforms of district captains. 
Military surgeons examined them, locked up 
in cellars, barns and outhouses, and then by 
threats of official displeasure tried to squeeze 
the last cent out of them. Just before the 
peasants were sent to the coast, an alarm 
clock would be made to strike in the emi- 
grants’ waiting room. 

„That was atelephone message from the 
Emperor of America, the agents would say, 
and he cannot make room for any more 
peasants.’’ After working the emigrants

if each or them would pay the agents 25 
guiden. About a dozen other plans were 
practicéd tor the purpose of obtaining the 
very last coin which the peasant might be 
hiding in his stocking. Every peasant who 
arrived at the coast from Oswiecim with any 
money left was subjected there to a new 
squeezing process by confederates of the 
Galician agents. In 1887 and 1888, 12,500 peas- 
ants were plundered thus. In May, "1888, the 
situation in Oswiecim was complicated by the 
appointment there of asteamship agent asa 

a ofthe agent of another line. The new 
agent employed several Jewish ex-convicts 
to pe

atthe railway station. Pitched battles for 
the possession of the emigrants took place 
every time a train load arrived. Ship’s agents 
were usually around with heavy canes or 
clubs with wich they hewed right end left in 
the crowd in their efforts to drive each other 
away from the booty or to intimidate the em!- 
grants into submission. It is charged that 
the corrupted police shut both eyes to all this 
matter. The mouths of Austrian railway offi- 
clals were closed with ample bribes, Several 
of the Government railway officials now on 
trial her ct r “fs. salaries varying be- 
tween 4,000 an 12,000 guiden annually 
from the steamship nts. The whole 
mare’s nest was uncovered by a subordinate 
Prussian custoins official whom the agents 
tried to buy as they had bought the Austrians. 
The Prussian official told his superiors all 
about the propositions in qu uestion and they 
brought the matter to the knowledge of the 
Austrian government. The state has confs- 
cated half a million — belonging to the 
prisoners to defray the expenses of the prose- 
cution. Ths’ court-bouse in which the trial is 
proceeding is guarded by the military day and 
night since it was rumored that a plot was on 
foot to steal and destroy some of the written 
evidence.

He waived a jury and 
wished to submit the case to the court and 
consented to a judgment in favor of 
Anton Huebler for possession of 
the gambling outfit and §1 damages. 
Warwick M. Hough, representing Chief 
Huebler,accepted the proposition and the case 
was settled. This isthe tame ending of the 
hard fight the gamblers were going to make 
against the city and it is well for the gamblers 
nt ended as it did.

The detectives and police raided the Single- 
ton Cave gambling den, 208 North Eighth 
street, last May and captured a gambier’s 
layout, consisting of alot of poker chips, a 
oloth- covered table, a goose, a card case, 
cards and a rack.

THE DEEP-WATER HARBOR. 


Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Marphy 
Gives His Opinion on the Subject. 


Harbor Commissioner Murpby, in speaking 
to-day of the report of the Board of Engineers 
appointed under an act of the last Congress to 
report upon the most avallable point for a 
deep-water hazbor on the coast of Texas, 
said: ‘‘I think the report of the engineers will 
be a great disappointment to the people of 
Texas and of other States interested in the 
matter of securing adeep harbor on the Gulf 
of Mexico. Galveston is not as popular as 


either Aransas Pass or Sabine Pass. This could 
easily be geen at the convention held at 
Denver last year and at Topeka this 
year. The wharfage charges and 
the expense of handling cotton, corn 
aod stock itis claimed are higher than in any 
other Southern or Northern port. The 
wharves are in the hands of a corporation 
under a State enactment granting exclusive 
control for fifty years. Aside from this I think 
the reportitself will kill the project for the 
present. The amount estimated for securing 
thirty feet of water is $6,200,000. No assurance 
is given that this depth can be maintained for 
any length of time and suggestions are made 
of large contingent sums being necessary for 
continuous dredging. My own opinion is 
that the conditions are such in the Gulf 
at Galveston that at least 51, 000. 000 per annum 
would be necessary to maintaina uniform 
depth in the harbor, and one ofthe storms 
such as are common there might in one night 
destroy the work of years. I do not look for 
any favorable action on the report. Infiu- 
ences will be set to work to prevent a favora- 
bie consideration of the matter. The Cis- 
Mississippi,the Middle and Northern States will 
oppose it. St. Louis, in my opinion, is vit ally 
interested in its defeat. What we want is 
is $6,000,000 spent between here and New Or- 
leans on the Mississippi River. We don’t 
want to favor any project that will divert our 
trade and commerce with Texas, Kansas and 
Nebraska to any Gulf point. Our railroads, 
elevators, commission merchants and the 
— trade will feel the effect the moment a 
— harboris secured on the coast of 
Kas.

Walter Sander, the reporter of the Westliche

up, was seen to-day by a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter and said:

James and Stringer 
said they did not propose to let him go, and 
they started out to find him. Aliter the train 
had leit for St. Louis I saw them again, and 
they told me oft how they had gone to 
Busche’s room, which is near the Capitol, 
and bad found him packing his valise on the 
bed.

COMMITTEE PROGRESSING RAPIDLY. 


A Liberal Response to the Call fer More 
Funde Made bythe Werld’s Fair Execa- 
tive Committee—Why a Reissue of the 
Subscription Books Was Necessary—Suae- 
cess Assured.

tour has been in progress less than three 
days. and asthe near approach of Christmas 
has rendered the attention of many of the 
best solicitors to their private business abso- 
lutely necessary, the results of the collections 
made so far should not be considered as in- 
dicative of whatthe books wilishow by the 
3lst ot December. 

RESPONDING TO THE APPEAL. 

But even were the subscriptions received 
within the last three days taken as a standard 
of what might be expected there is no doubt 
entertained by the members of the committee 
that far more than the additional $1,000,000 
mentioned inthe appeal to the public issued 
by the Executive Committee will be raised. 
Those who have heretofore subscribed small 
sums are increasing their donations in a man- 
ner that proves that they are fully alive 
to the necessities of the situation, and that 
they are prepared to do their duty, and more 
than their duty in a matter in which St. Louis 
is so vitally interested. Not only have those 
whose eubscriptions were less than might 
have been expected of them doubied and 
trebled their contributions, but some ot the 
largest subscribers to the fund have very 
materially added to the amount originally set 
down opposite thelr names. The most en- 
couraging sympton that has so far manl- 
fested itself is the change of heart that 
has come over those who upon the first call 
declined to donate anything at all to the 
World's Fair. Many of these have seen the 
error of their ways and are endeavoring to 
make up for former apathy by present liber- 
ality. Altogether the financial situation has 
peen greatly improved during the 

resent week, and before the opening of the 
New year, ifthe business nen and capitalists 
not yet called upon respond as liberaliy as 


those who have already been vialted the 
pecuniary problem will be successfully 


solved. 
SOME ERRORS CORRECTED. 

The members ofthe Finance Committee do 
not wish it to be understood that the first call 
was not met withaspiritof proper liberality 
by the citizens. There are several reasons 
why the fiest collection failed to bring out the 
amount necessary to properly appear 
before Congress with as 
antee fund, but the 
liberality and public spirit on the part of 
the citizens of St. Louis is not one of them. 
The work of making up the assessment list 
was far more difficult and complicated than 
many suppose. Many business houses were 
bard to classify, as they might belong to 
either of two or three classes, and tha assess- 
ment might be made with the idea that a cer- 
tain line of business would be assigned to obe 
class, while the collectors might ard 
it as belonging to another ciass. his 
was not infrequently the case, the 
result being that while one assessment would 
be far too heavy, another would be much 
lighter than it should have been. Errors of 
this kind have been corrected, and each line 
ot business will be asked to give its full pro- 
portion. 


ANOTHER CAUSE 

for the failure to raise the required $5,000,000 
is to be found inthe fact that in many cases 
the sub-committees appointed by the FI. 
nance Committee were too small te properly 
cover the field assigned to them. The ma- 
jority of the committees are composed of 
men actively engaged in business and in not a 
few instances they have been unable to call 
upon those to whom they were assigned, and 
as aconsegquence many who are willing to 
contribute liberally nave not been afforded an 
opportunity ofsodoing. Thisfault has been 
remedied by the addition of several men to 
the committees,who,will have ample leisure to 
call upon all who have not yet been visited. A 
number of corporations have failedto send 
in their subecriptions as it was not 
deemed best to do so until all engaged 
in the same line of business had decided upon 
the amount which tber would contribute to 
the World’s Fair fund, and owing to the fact 
thatin many Instances it was necess to 
walt until this matter could be brought before 
a directors’ meeting, these contributions, 
very large in the aggregate, have not been 
gent in. That they will be before the end of 
the month is regarded as certain, and the 
Finance Committee is confident that when 
Congress reassembies after the holiday recess 
far more than $5,000,000 will be subscriped.

OUTRAGEOUS GAS BILLS. 


A Meter That Had Ween Running 7 Per 
Cent Fast. 


The House of Delegates last night took up 
the question of the consideration of the gas 
business of the city underthe Laclede fran- 
chise. Had the treatment of the gas congumers 
been included in the subject matter of laves- 
tigation the House might get some very in- 
teresting information. Mir. E. 8. Plummer, 
residing at No. 14 North Grand avenue, might 
be called in. Mr. Plummer was assessed $6 for 
gas alleged to have been consumed last 


month. For November of 1888, ba paid $4.65. 
Last month he nad only his wife and daughter 
inthe house, and they hadtwo Rochester 
lamps, using gas only for special purposes, 
and then to but a small amount. In Novem- 
ber of 1888 he bad a house full of company and 
used gas for all purposes. Mr. Plammer was 
very much surprised and called at Nos. 
12, 10, 8, 6 and 2 North Grand avenue to see 
how they had fared. The houses are 
all of the same size, except No. 2, which is 
larger than the others. Mr. Plummer says he 
has the smallest family of any in the row. No. 
12 paid 95 cents, No. 10 $3.46, No. 8 $3.40, No. 
6 $2.40 and No. 2 $2.70. No. lo was mentioned 
in the frst publication in the PoOsT- DISPATCH, 
it will be remembered, the bill there being 
doubled. Having obtained these facts Mr. 
Hummer visited the office of the gas com- 
pany, the St. Louis. They couldn't under- 
stand it there, but took the case in hand for 
investigation, requesting him to call again. 
On his second call he was told that a new 
meter had been putin, that they had discov- 
ered thatthe old one had been registering 7 
per cent fast for three months. For this $1.20 
was deducted from the bill. 

**I asked how they could tell that the meter 
had been registering fast, but they couldn't 
tell. It I had been dealing with an individual 
instead of the agent of a corporation some one 
would have had to climb over me, if I eam an 
old man, and Mr. Plummer looked as if he 
meant every word of fit. I would have liked 
to have had an explanation of gas arith- 
matic, too, but of course they couldn’t 
give that either. Here was a meter register- 
ing 7 per cent fast for three hs—it might 
just as well have been thirty-three months. 
fhe bills for those three monthadid not ag- 
gregate over $12, and 7 per cent of that wou 
be just cents. And yes they make it $1.20. 
My wife says she thinks she will turn on 
everything in the 6@ now, as the more one 
tries to economize the more rapidly the bills 
grow. For my part, I wouid like to be one of 
a hundred men to throw the meters into the 
street. 


OTHER CASE 
of very much thé same description.is that of 
Frank Paule, a tailor at 908 Pige street. Six 
months ago Mr. Paule put in electric lights, 
but to bis surprise bis gas bills have been get- 
‘ting larger steadily. Ihey had settled down 
to about 34. 50. Then be snut off the use of 
ges in irons and pressing machines ueed in 
and also cut off the ase 
every other wey pos- 
owever. 


November, with great regularity, brought in 
the usual bili, and he may now count on $5 
for electric light and $4.50 to $6.50 for gas, un- 
less as he uses it less, the latter is jamped up 
on bim again. 

Next door to him is another case. At 906 
D. M. Weaver has a ten-room lodaing-house. 
In October the rooms were fully occupied. 
The gas bill was for that montn $26.80. In 
November trade was dull and not to exceed 
one-fourth of the house was occupied. But 
the gas bill was advanced to 28. 60. on general 
principles. Mr. Weaver ealied at the gas 
office and protested against such an outrage, 
but got no satisfaction. The meter was taken 
out and examined, but that was all. He then 
determined on a test, himself. For nine days 
he has lived almost in darkness. The big 
outside lamp with three burners, which had 
been lighted eight hours a night, was shut off. 
Even the cigar lamp was abaudoned. For the 
nine days be has applied this test the meter 
— isters 9,600 feet, and he is madder now than 

efore. 

In this connection it is suggested that the 
power being vested in the Municipal Assembly 
to ‘‘regulate the price of gas, by distinct 

rovision of the Scheme and Charter, it fol- 
ows thatthe Assembly has the power to puss 
laws for the inspection of meters and to regu- 
late the pressure. 


A MUNIFICENT GIFT.

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Sir Edward Guinness Contributes 61,230, 
000 for Dwellings for the Poor. 


From the Shrewsbury (England) Guardian. 

Sir Edward Guinness has placed in the 
hands of Lord Rowton, Mr. Ritchie, President 
of the Local Government Board, and Mr. 


Plunket, First Commissioner of Works, a sum 
of £250,000, to be held by them in trust for the 
erection of dwellings forthe laboring poor. 
Ot this amount £200,000is to be expended in 
London, and £50,000 in Dublin. Tue income 
fromthe rents of these houses isto be re- 
invested with a view to further developments. 
In a communication he has made to the trus- 
tees, Sir Edward Guinness informs thém that 
he has felt the gravity of the evils which fol- 
low from the insanitary nature of 
the houses inhabited by large 
numbers of the poorest of the taboring

WITH A FEMALE CREW. 


How Capt. McDonaldSailed From Province- 
town te Boston. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 
PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 18. — The 
schooner Maud B. Wethereli of which Capt. 
McDonald :s skipper, has just arrived here 
from Boston with a novel crew on board. It 
consisted of the Captain’s wife, who is about 
26 years old, and her friends, Maggie Monroe 
and Mamie Frazer, both about 17 years of 
age. The Captain wasthe only man aboard. 


The Wetherell had made a poor 
voyage to the Grand Banks after 
cod, and had gone to Boston 
to ship a new crew. Mrs. McDonald, with ber 
two children and two friends, had gone there 
to meet him, after having passed the summer 
at Cape Breton. Men were very scarce and as 
Capt. McDonald could get no one he decided 
to give up his fishing trip and run home to 
this place. But he gould not get men for even 
that short trip without paying them double 
wages. He was in a quandary when his wife 
saidtohim: Let me and Mamie and Maggie 
be the crew.’’ 

The giris entered heartily into the scheme, 
saying that they were sure they could do it if 
the Captain would only teil them what to do. 
They made one condition, however, and that 
was that they should not be sent aloft. There 
was nothing. for the Captain to do but to ac- 
cept,so one inorning they started away. Mrs. 
McDonald gave the POsT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent the following account of the voy- 


age: 

The wind was fair and strong. We hauled 
to the end of the wharf and hoisting the fib, 
ran into the stream and began to get all sail 
on the vessel. The Longfellow passed us and 
Capt. Smith cheered, but we were very busy 
just then and could not return it. It was hard 
work holsting the sails. The vessel carried 
a crew of seven men when engaged in the 
freizhting business, so you see we were three 
hands short any way. Our hands were a lit- 
tle sore from the ropes. The wind was blow- 
ing fresh from the northwest and the vessel 
was put scooting along for home. After we 
had passed Boston Light I went below to look 
after the babies and get dinner whiie the girls 
coiled up the ropes and cleaned up the 28

as much as she could do to steer. You see she 
was young and not accustomed to work, but 
she bandied the vessel well and no doubt will 
make sn excellent hand to steer a trick at the 
wheel.

the contest. Among the spectators was John 
I. Sullivan. Gibbons was in the pink of con- 
dition, but Cushing was far from it. Cushing 
imagined that he was going to have a walk- 
over, and was so confident of doing his man in 
a punch that he filied in with wine up to with- 
in an hour or so ofthe fight. It proved a 
costly experiment, as poor Cushing got 
pounded all over the ring and was almost 
— the mercy of Gibbons from 
the start to the finish. As 
soon as Oushing discovered his 
mistake he commenced fouling his man and 
tried to lose the fight through a foul, but 
Dominick McCaffrey, who refereed the fight, 
would not allow any of the fouls, He was de- 
termined to see the men fight to a finish, and 
even when Cushiag used his head as a batter- 
ing ram and daiberately butted Gibbons in 
the face four or fle times he simply separated 
them and told Cushing to be a man and fight 
fair. In the first four rounds Gibbons had the 
best of it, but during the next four Cushing 
rallied and did most of the leading, but Gib- 

bons avoided punishment. 
BUTTING IN THE FACE. 

The next nine rounds were pretty evenly 
fought, both men realizing that they had no 
easy task to perform. Ousting’s left eye was 
badly cut and bled freely. When Gibbons 
played on thisinjured organ in the eighteenth 
round Cushing lost his head, and while they 
were clinched Cushing butted Gibbons in the 
face adozen or more times. Cushing got in 
some telling right-handed upper cuts in the 
nineteenth and twentieth rounds. 

FOULING TO Los. 

The twenty-second round was the most ex- 
citing ofthe fight. Cushing saw that he was 
beaten and preferred to lose the battle on a 
foul to being knocked out, 80 
fouled Gibbons eight or nine 
but McCaffrey ‘would not allow 
Gibbons forced Cushing to the ropes 
in the latter’s corner and held him there with 
one hand while he leaned over the ropes end 
smashed Billy Murray and Cal McCarthy with | 
the other. Gibbons’ brother Jim came to the 
rescue, and there was some lively punching 
done on the outside for afew seconds. Cush- 
ing was too far gone to take advantage of his 
opponent. Gib bons did all the fighting in the 
twenty-third round, punching Cushing when- 
everand wherever he chose and driving him 
all over the ring. He took particular delight 
in landing on Mike's damaged ere and had 


him covered with blood. 
CUSHING KNOCKED OUT. 

The twenty-fourth and last round was of 
short duration. Gibbons forced the fighting. 
He knocked Cushing down twice, but each 
time Mike recovered before the ten seconds 
wereup. The third time he knocked him 
down, however, finished the fight, as he put 
him out on a swinging right-hander inthe pit 
of the stomach. 

THE MEN’S RECORDS. 

This was Gibbons’ ninth battle, and he 
yet to meet his first defeat. 

Oushing has had quite a number of fights. 
Among the most prominent was his thirt 
two round battle with Jack Hopper, which 
Jost through breaking his wrist in the thirty.

The Dainty Romance and Comedy of ‘‘Sweet 
Lavender’’—The Stirring War Sugges- 
tions of “‘Shenandoah’’—Agnes Herndon 
in a New Pilay—Minstrelsy and Melo-

It was an inspiration which led A. W.Pinero 
to name his comedy now being presented at 
the Grand, ‘‘Sweet Lavender.’’ 

The name fits the play to a nicety. If any 
one word can express the quality of the 
comedy it is daintineas. There is not a sug- 
gestion of the strong musk of sensuality which 
pervades so much dramatic work. It deals 
with the milk ratber than the wine of life and 
exemplifies the wild flowers of sentiment 
rather than the exotics of passion. 

There may be some world-hardened people 
who would object to its sentimentality. Itis 
true that nere and there atendency to gush 
is manifest. Clement Halethe young knight 
ofthe legal temple, who isanexponent of 
the old fashioned foolishness of sticking to 
his sweetheart even if she is poor, isin alter- 
nate fite of melancholy and ecstasy, but who 
shall say that this is not true to life? Certainly 
no one who has been in love in the raw and 
eallow period of youth. It is only mildly 
offensive even to confirmed celebates. 

There is, perhaps, also a shade too much 
lugubriousness, an over- supply of the pale- 
face and tearful eye in the principal love 
affair and an ingenuous meekness and hu- 
mility of sacrificial love in the heroine which 
rather palis on spirited natures. There is 
also a strained ingenuity to connect all the 
' personages in the play through the plot, 
whieh strikea_on almost unnecessary and

The contrast to ‘‘Sweet Lavender’’ is ‘‘Shen- 
andoah,’’ at the Olympic. One charms and 
wins admiration and the other stirs and com- 
pels interest. One exhibite character and 
ability to picture life, andthe other exciting 
scenes and cleverness of construction. The 
popular imagination is fired by ‘‘Shenan- 
doah, while the [= pathetic heart is touched 
by „Lavender.“ hey cannot be classed to- 
gether and both are unusually effective in 
their own way. 

When ‘‘Shenandoah’’ is analyzed and re- 
duced to its prime elements it cannot be 
classed as a great play. In point of character 
drawing, fine comedy and incidents of in- 
trinsic dramatic strength, it is even 
mediocre, Its essential dramatic qualities 
do not at all equal these of ‘‘Thne Henrietta“ 
and one or two other plays of Mr. Howard's. 

There isa good deal of fustian and flasb 
about the play itself and much make-shift su- 
perficiality in its romance and itsfun. But as 
presented it is a wonderfully effective play 
and appeals powerfully to the imagination by 
reason of cleverness in its construction and in 
the handling of inspiring war adjuncts. It is 
weak attheends and strong in the middle.
